turbing the tobacco world. 


The foreign firm, the: British-American Tobacco Company, is 


alleged to be refusing orders 
from Israeli importers with 
whom they have been dealing 
for years. 

The British company owns the 
Brown and Williamson Tobacco 
Company in Louisville, Ky., 
which manufactures, among 
other brands, Viceroys, Kools, 
Raleighs, Wings, Avalons, and 
Du Maurier. 

The parent British firm sells 
Lucky Strikes and Pall Malls, 
among other brands, outside of 
the United States. In the United 





States these brands are manu- 
factured by the American To- 
bacco Co., whose president, Paul 
Hahn, is Jewish. 


A large advertising campaign 
for Viceroy cigarettes is cur- 
rently appearing in the Jewish 
press. 

The Louisville firm and the 
American Tobacco Company are 
not involved in the sale of their 
own brands outside of the 
United States.

PHILADELPHIA — American archaeologists, 
digging on the present site of el-Jib, an Arab vil- 
lage in Jordan about eight miles north of Jeru- 
salem, this summer discovered the ancient Israelite 
city of Gibeon, the University of Pennsylvania an- 
nounced here. 

; Gibeon is mentioned 43 times in the Bible and 
IS described in the Old Testament as “a great city 

» One of the royal cities.” 

The expedition, which left for the Holy Land 
in May, was sponsored by Penn’s University Mu 
seum and the Church Divinity School of the Pa- 
Cifie, of Berkeley, Cal. It was led by Dr. James B. 
Pritchard, of the Divinity School, and a staff of 
six other Americans. 


ONE OF THE LARGEST cities yet discovered 
in Palestine, Gibeon was found to spread over 16 
acres, with a thick wall surrounding it. Ten feet 
Wide, the wall is enlarged at vital points to a 
Width of 26 feet, and is fortified with towers. 


: pool as it receded in the dry season. 


scriptions bearing in ancient Hebrew letters the 
name “Gibeon.” It was the first time in the 66 
years of Palestinian archaeology that this kind of 
definite identification has been found. 

To the archaeologists, their most spectacular 
discovery during the 10-week search was a circular 
pool cut from solid rock, and large enough to 
contain a three-story house. 


IT IS BELIEVED that this pool is the one 
mentioned in Chapter’ 2 of the Second Book of 
Samuel as the scene of the battle between the men 
of Abner, Saul’s captain, and Joab, the captain of 
David’s forces. 

The archaeologists uncovered 42 steps that 
followed the circular side of the pool-and were 
equipped with a guard rail, also cut out of the 
solid rock. The steps served as an easy access 
for the people of Gibeon to the water level of the 
The excavated 
portion of the pool has a gapacity of more than 
200,000 gallons 


square, which is protected by a double city wall 
about 26 feet thick. Along the edge are circular 
holes cut-in the rock to support water jugs with 
rounded bases. 


:REMAINING ON THE SITE are five different 
cities. The earliest appears to have been: built 
about 3000 B. C. E. 

The heyday of Gibeon’s prosperity seems to 
have been 800-600 B. C. E. 

Portions of the site were occupied in the First 
Century B. C. E. and during the Byzantine and 
Arab periods. 

While el-Jib had long been suggested as the 
site of Gibeon, certain identification came with the 
discovery of three storage-jar handles on which 
the owner had scratched his address in ancient 
Hebrew. 


ONE INSCRIPTION contained the name of the 
city as well as the owner. 

The archaeologists said that complete excava- 
tion of such an extensive city would require many 
years.

It is an unenviable position, 
and the odds are that FE] Al will 
not be totally liquidated as de- 
manded in some quarters,, be- 
cause extensive and smoothly 
running international airlines are 
essential to Israel’s military se- 
curity, economy and _ political 
prestige. 

The Israel army and foreign 
affairs ministry are dead set 
against any liquidation, and the 
question is, therefore, how much 
are political prestige, certain se- 
curity advantages, etc., worth in 
terms of cold, hard cash. 


EL AL’S BOSSES blame gov- 


ernment indifference, ignorance 
and complacency for their pres- 
ent troubles. They point out that 
even in the Uniteg States new 
airlines are bound to run up 


against trouble and it may take 


them costly years to iron out 
all the snags. 
The American government 


helps out in such cases by di- 
rect subsidies and such indirect 
but effective help as exclusive 
government contracts to carry 
mail and official regulations 
which prohibit any American 
military, diplomatic or adminis- 
tration personnel from traveling 
on official business by foreign 
airlines, the officials pointed out. 
Not so the Israel government, 
El Al people point out, 

Only a few days ago, follow- 
ing an outcry in the local press 
and the makings of a first-rate 
seandal, did the Israel govern- 
ment order all its officials to 
take only El] Al planes when 
traveling at the taxpayers’ ex- 
pense. Up until now, Israeli 
VIPs rather would be caught 
dead than in an Israeli plane. 


THE GOVERNMENT doesn’t 
extend us credit to buy new 
equipment when it’s cheap, and 
we have to borrow money from 
international loan sharks to keep 
us going, officials of El Al said.

El Al Advised To Delay 
Purchase of 4th Plane 


JERUSALEM — El Al Is- 
rael Airlines has been ad- 
vised to postpone the pur- 
chase of a fourth Bristol 
Britannia turbo-prop plane, 
but to prolong its option 
on it. 

The advice came from B. 
Gross, who has just re- 
turned from Britain, where 
he was sent by El Al to in- 
quire into certain technical 
difficulties which have been 
discovered in the plane, ac- 
cording to The Jerusalem 
Post. 

The Bristol] company, mak- 
ers of the planes, have been 
trying to prevent the forma- 
tion of ice near the engine, 
and have had some difficulty 
with the automatic starter. 

Optimistic forecasts are 
that full-scale production will 
not begin for another three 
to six months. 

It is believed that the Is- 
rael Airlines will suffer con- 
siderably from the late entry 


of the Britannias into its 
service. The suspended hir- 
ing of specialists for the 


plane, training of crews and 
additional expenses on the 
present fleet will not be cov- 
ered by the Bristol company. 





even though we trim the ex- 
penses right to the bone. 
Government people are quick 
to point out that El] Al is over- 
ambitious. To hold its own in 
the bitterly competitive trans-At- 
lantic trade, where no holds are 
barred, El Al must have a 
smooth-running fleet of at least 
five modern planes. El Al’s pres- 
ent three Constellations, en- 
gaged in the _ trans-Atlantic 
trade and outmoded by any in- 
ternational airline standards, are 
equivalent to a_ well-meaning 
Golden Gloves boy trying to 
punch Sugar Ray Robinson or 
Rocky Marciano out of the ring. 


EL AL has ordered three big 
Bristol Britannias, world’s new- 
est turbo-prop airliners, said to 
be able to make the Europe-New 
York run non-stop in four hours 
less time than its closest com- 
petitors. There are a few snags 
though. These giant planes have 
not yet been in commercial Op- 
eration, and only El Al will find 
out whether the money spent on 
them was a good investment or 
a total loss. 

The second one is the fact 
that three planes are not suffi- 
cient to maintain a regular trans- 
Atlantic service. To be really 
profitable, ang not deficit-mak- 
ing as at present, E] Al’s trans- 
Atlantic service must be main- 
tained day in and day out, which 
means that planes from Lydda 
to New York must be leaving 
on Sunday, Tuesday and Thurs- 
day, and from New: York to 
Lydda on Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday. 


THIS MEANS that a minimum 
of four planes must be cruising 
all the time with a fifth one 
standing by in case engine trou- 
ble or the need of ar overhaui 
throws the entire schedule out 
of gear. 

Buying five Britannias, inclus-. 





ive of the cost of spare engines, 
parts, new equipment, crew 
training, new repair facilities, 
ete., must cost about 68 mij. 
lion Israeli pounds. Although 
this means a guaranteed annual 
profit for El Al (provided, of 
course, the Britannias prove 
themselves), it is way off base 
as far as Israel’s treasury jg 
concerned, On the other hand, 
three Britannias may not be able 
to operate at a profit because 
it is impossible to maintain a 
regular trans-Atlantic service 
with only three planes in oper- 
ation. 

Four Britannias would be bet- 
ter, but it would have El A) 
chiefs keeping their fingers 
crossed so that all planes run 
all the time. 


AS IF this were not enough, 
there is the problem of jets. The 
future of the trans-Atlantic trade 
belongs doubtlessly to the jets, 
and all aviation companies have 
been swamped with advance or- 
ders for jet airliners. 

By 1960-1961, it is expected 
that all of the world’s biggest 
airlines will fly jets across the 
Atlantic, and by then, El Al's 
cherisheqd ang expensive Britan- 
nias will be as outmoded as its 
Constellations are now. Interna- 
tional aviation is a ruthless and 


- tough business and only airlines 


with plenty of muscle and stiff 
government backing can hope to 
hold their own. 

If the Britannias were deliv- 
ered now, El Al could at least 
reap some profits before the jets 
appear in any great number. The 
trouble is that it will not be be- 
fore the spring of 1958 that El 
El’s. Britannias would run 4 
smooth service. 


INITIALLY, delivery was 
promised for April, 1957, but un- 
expected hitches developed in 
the Britannia engines, forcing 
the manufacturers to postpone 
the delivery date from April, 
1957, to later that year, if there 
are no more snags to be ironed 
out. 

Since breaking in the planes 
takes at least three months, 
April, 1958, is the earliest possi- 
ble date of El Al’s Britannia 
switchover. 

What the government would 
like, therefore, is for El Al to 
stop its trans-Atlantic service, to 
buy a few short-range planes for 
the European trade (the manw 
facturers of the Britannia are 
willing, even at this late date, 
te give Israel three turbo-prop 
Viscount airliners for each of 
the three Britannias ordered, 
and the Viscounts are the 
world’s newest and best short- 
range airliners), and to run 4 
passenger and air freight serv 
ice to Europe only, biding its 
time until the jets make an 4p 
pearance, 


ONLY THEN would huge 
sums of money be sunk in the 
new planes, enabling El Al ® 
make a fast comeback over the 
Atlantic. 

For once, even the gover 
ment’s critics admit that the g0 
ernment is right, but El Al’s & 
rectors maintain that a retif® 
ment from the trans-Atl 
trade now would mean a death 
blow to the company, %

Indignities, Petty Items Said Absolutely Incredible 





Rabbi Wonders Why More Don’t Crack Up 


NEWARK (NJP)—One of the 
leading Conservative rabbis in 
the United States, writing in his 
own bulletin, complained bitter- 
ly of “the indignities to which 
so many of us are subjected.”

Rabbi Levitsky ex- 
plained that the Conservative 
rabbi had all the responsibilities 
of the Protestant clergymen, but 
in addition “you have to add the 
time taken up by various Jew- 
ish agencies of national and 
world importance, Furthermore, 
the Jewish community _ being 
highly organized—perhaps over- 


lads Bote the calls 
on a rabbi.” 

“But even this great burden,” 
he wrote, “might be borne, were 
the rabbi only relieved of the 
many absolutely incredible petty 
things to which we rabbis are 
exposed, and with which we can- 
not cope. in the only possible way 
they could be coped with, be- 
cause we must use patience and 
forbearance ang never hurt any- 
one’s feelings.” 

“I AM positively ashamed,” he 


told his congregation, “to tell 
you some of the more numerous 
complaints that the rabbi—and 
the rabbi alone—simply must 
handle, or so the complainants 
feel.” 

He added that “even these 
might be taken in their proper 
relation to the whole, were the 
rabbi to get an occasional call 
expressing enthusiasm for some 
project.” 

He concluded that it “is posi- 
tively a wonder that more of us 
don’t crack up.”

NEW YORK (WNS) — With- 
drawal of an alleged American

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Bezalel Institutions 
Hit By Lack Of Funds 


By NADIA LOURIE

JERUSALEM (NJP) — An art school and a museum whose 
name dates back to the Bible, but which is fast gaining a reputa- 
tion among art connoisseurs of the world, is struggling to make 
ends meet, although it is almost a national Jewish monument. 

The school and museum carry the biblical title of Bezalel, the 


the famous artist of the Bible, 
and this year will celebrate its 
50th anniversary, 

So hard up is the museum, it 
must relegate some of its most 
famous collections to the stock 
room—there is no room to ex- 
hibit them. 

American philanthropic “and 
Israeli government sources pitch 
in to meet the budget for the 
school and museum, but when 
these funds, plus those from the 
students’ tuition are _ totaled, 
there still isn’t enough to pay 
all the bills. 

The Bezalel museum and the 
adjacent Bezalel school are op- 
erated as separate institutions. 
They are located in 100-year-old 
Arab houses. Both these old 
houses have been much enlarged 
by additional structures, but both 
institutions remain very short 
of space. 


THERE ARE many collections 
which the museum is unable to 


exhibit properly for lack of 
space. 
Such is the unique collection 


of Jewish religious objects, loot- 
eq by the Nazis from all coun- 
tries of occupation, Persian cer- 
amics and Persian prints, prim- 
itive art, Japanese and Chinese 
prints, illumined scripts, 60,000 
prints which need special cab- 
inets for display; 120,000 repro- 
ductions, 25,000 books on art, 
which need library space; 25,000 
coins, medals, ete.; a large col- 
lection of glass and ceramics, 
not to mention hundreds of 
paintings representing every 
“school” from the primitive to 
the most modern. 


EVENTUALLY, the museum 
will have to build a proper build- 
ing for all its treasures, but at 
present its budget of about 150,- 
000 Israel pounds per year is far 
higher than its income. 

It gets a state subsidy of 6,000 
pounds, the Zionist Oragnization 
provides another 40,000 pounds,

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the American Fund for Israel 
Institutions subscribes 10,000 
pounds and some funds come in 
from the “Friends of the Mu- 
seum” association. As for the 
rest—it depends on “schnorring”’ 
and on “miracles,” says Morde- 
hai Narkiss, its energetic direc- 
tor. 

By miracles, Narkiss means 
gifts to the museum, which in 
Israel get no tax exemption as 
they do in most other countries 
in the world, 

NARKISS THINKS this is a 
short-sighted policy and speaks 
longingly of the tax exemption 
such gifts get in the United 
States, which is a powerful in- 
ducement for endowment devel- 
opment and gifts to cultural in- 
stitutions. 

Turning to .the school, its 
weaving product has even 
reached the United Nations build- 
ing in New York, where the cur- 
tains in the press lounge and 
snack bar are made of 250.yards 
of “linen finish’ material woven 
in the schoo] in an attractive 
mustard and _ yellow pattern.

Israel Now Has Country Club

Israel got its first exclusive country club this year, marking the end of a supposedly class- 
less society in the Jewish State and accentuating the differences between Israel’s upper-class coun- 
try-club set and what is generally known as “the people.” 


Only local business tycoons or ranking foreign 
country club in Israel, which is situated in pleasant and luxurious surroundings east of Tel Aviv. 


Its official name is Sobion Sports 
and Entertainment Club, but 
some local wags have added an 
N to the name, calling it Snob- 
ion instead of Sobion. The new 
name sticks, by the way. 


BUILT ALONG the most lux- 
urious American country - club 
lines, Sobion has put a limit to 
its membership, and the entire 
limit, 450 members in all, have 
been subscribed to within a few 
days, with many more potential 


snobs knocking at the closed 
doors of Sobion, demanding to 
get in. 


Some rich Israelis are moving 
heaven and earth to get in, but 
the club’s manager, a South 
African business tycoon named 
Jack Gerry, a former Economics 
Minister in the Israel Govern- 
ment, nixes all new applications. 

This club was made for the 
upper 400, there are now 450 of 
us and that’s more than enough, 
say the club’s leaders. 


IN ADDITION to’ the best 
swimming pool in Israel and air- 
conditioned restaurant, bars and 
buffets, the club has also a 
gymnasium, card-playing rooms, 
tennis and cricket courts, a lux- 
urious golf course, ping-pong 
tables and bowling facilities. 

White jackets and ties are a 
must even during the hottest 
summer days, and even formal 
white clothes and flat- 
heeled white shoes are required 
for strolling around the country 
club’s 350 acres of choicest land, 
overgrown with flowers, mag- 
nolia, bouganville and luxurious 
carpets of lawns. 

Sobion’s membership roll in- 
cludes more than 50 bona fide 
millionaires, about 100 people 
who are near-millionaires, some 
60 ranking foreign diplomats, 
and about 250 influential Tel 
Aviv businessmen whose annual 
income can be placed in the six- 
figure bracket: Cigarette «fac- 
tory owners, stock-market kings, 
bankers, é€te,

MOSCOW’S CHIEF RABBI TO PARTICIPATE 
IN PARIS MARTYR MEMORIAL DEDICATION

PARIS—The chief rabbi of Moscow, Rabbi Shliefer, will head 
a delegation of Soviet Jews to the dedication of a Memorial to 
the Unknown Jewish Martyr, now being erected here, according 


to word received. 


The solemnities will be presided over by the president of. France, 


M. Rene Coty. (The date, Oct. 
30, was chosen to suit his con- 
venierice.) He will be flanked 
by the French prime minister, 
foreign minister, minister of ex- 
servicemen and _ war victims, 
speakers of the national assembly 
and senate, and by the chair- 
man of the Paris municipality, 
which gave the site for the Me- 
morial. 

From behind the Iron Curtain 
will come delegations from Po- 
land, Rumania, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary and Bulgaria, besides 
Russia. Israel and Jewish com- 
munities throughout the rest of 
the world will also be repre- 
.Sented, as will the major inter- 
national Jewish organizations, 
among them the Claims Confer- 
ence, which contributed $300,000 
to the monument’s building costs. 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann will be 
the principal speaker. 

Delegations from _ countries 
formerly occupied by the Nazis 
will deposit in the tomb of the 
Memorial a parchment scroll re- 
cording the death roll and the 
persecutions suffered by their 
various Jewish communities. 
Polish Jews also will bring ashes 
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from Auschwitz and Treblinka 
and other death camps; _ but 
these human remains of “un- 
known” identity may not be in- 
terred because of religious 
scruples by rabbinical author- 
ities. . 

The Memorial, to which the 
finishing touches are now being 
put, is divided in two main parts 
—an underground crypt and a 
four-story building. The roof 
of the crypt forms a _ spacious, 
street - level courtyard, in the 
middle of which stands a huge 
bronze cylinder shaped like a 
crematorium urn. The building 
turns a windowless back on this 
courtyard, and carries inscrip- 
tions in Hebrew, Yiddish and 
French. Taken together, the 
courtyard and the wall resemble 
a gigantic grave and tombstone. 

During construction this week, 
as workmen were busy hammer- 
ing “Auschwitz, Maidadek, Tre- 
blinka” onto the green bronze 
of the courtyard urn, the crypt 


was filled with a _ suffocating 
cloud of dust, enhancing the 
gruesome likeness which the 


hall bears to the Hitlerian poison 
gas chambers. Daylight seeped 
in through a glass dome set in 
the courtyard urn and settled 
on a horizontal stone Shield of 
David, immediately underneath 
the Unknown Jewish Martyr’s 
tomb, where an “eternal light” 
will burn. Six pillars of light 
around the walls, in commemor- 
ation of the 6,000,000 Jewish 
dead, will glow day and night. 

A vestibule leading to the 
crypt will contain the Books of 
Zemembrance, in which will be 
entered the names of the dead. 

In the building will be a lec- 
ture hall, where, in a niche, will 
be a sculpture-—-donated by Mar- 
shal Tito—depicting “The Agony 
of a People,” and a_ tapestry, 
presented by the French gov- 
ernment, designed by.a Parisian 
Jewish artist, who lost a leg at 
Auschwitz. 

The building also will contain 
the churban archives of the Cen- 
tre de Documentation Juive Con- 
temporaine, a Jewish documen- 
tation centre established ‘in 
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cupation as a clandestine resis- 
tance body which gathered data 
—at first hand — on Nazi anti- 
Jewish measures. After the 
war, it furnished much of the 
documentary evidence for the 
prosecution at the Nuremberg 
war crimes trials. 

The top floor will house a mu- 
seum showing the murderous 
progress of Nazism, including 
soap made from the fat of Jews, 
dolls fashioned by Jewish chil- 
dren in concentration camps, 
money minted in the ghettos, 
and a model of the Warsaw 
ghetto. Exhibits of the worst 
German atrocities will be kept 
in a “chamber of horrors,” apart 
from the rest. 


Until lately, fierce controversy 


raged round the Memorial proj- 
ect. Its detractors argued that 
the only place for such a monu- 
ment was Israel] and that any- 
where else it was destined, sooner 
or later, to be desecrateg by an- 
ti-Semites. Acting wholly on his 
own initiative, Isaac Schneerso'in 
then set up Memorial commit- 
tees in many countries, and 
launched fund-raising drives. To- 
day the opposition is lying low.

Jerusalem biblical zoo, which is 
composed only of animals men- 
tioned in the Bible, will be dupli- 
cated in San Francisco, 

Carey Baldwin, director of 
San Francisco’s zoo, heard about 
the biblical zoo from Aaron Shu- 
lov, its director, when the two 
met in Seattle at a meeting of 
the American Institute of Park 
Executives, The result—this city 
will have a replica, according to 
the Jewish Community Bulletin. 

The zoo will include as close 
to 90 animals as possible. A total 
of 130 animals is mentioneg in 
the Bible, but many are dupli- 
cates. 

The zoo, which will occupy a 
special part of the San Francisco 
zoo, will get its start when Shu- 
lov sends two rare Syrian bears 
and a chafan here. In exchange, 
Baldwin will send some of his 
surplus animals to the _ Israel 
ZOO.

It may not be surpris- 
ing, therefore, that even if he 
played a far less important role 
in the Black Sox scandal of 1919 
than he claims, he has the guts 
to brag about it. 

It may tend to prove that some 
people have more guts than oth- 
ers can stomach, 

Actually, the importance of 
Attell’s role in the bribery of 
eight White Sox players to throw 
the series to Cincinnati is far 
from clear, 





Jim Stehlin Stars 
As Brandeis Wins 


WALTHAM, Mass.—Jim Steh- 
lin, Brandeis’ grid star who led 
the nation’s small colleges in 
ground gaining last year, picked 
up where he left off, by leading 
the Judges to victory in its first 
game of the season, against Col- 
by, 26-20. 

Stehlin scored three _ touch- 
downs and passed for a fourth 
to down a surprisingly strong 
Colby team, which was supposed 
to have given the Brandeis elev- 
en no trouble at all.

A fourth quarter rally saved 
the game for the Judges.

WRITING RECENTLY in a

just prior to the opening of the 
series in Cincinnati. The fighter 
produced a telegram, purported- 
ly from Rothstein, which prom- 
ised extra dividends to the play- 
ers if they would go through 
with the scheme. 

Gandil is convinced that the 
telegram was faked and that At- 
tell actually knew nothing of 
Rothstein’s deal with the play- 
ers. But, of course, that’s only 
a surmise on Gandil’s part and 
Attell may well have been Roth- 
stein’s errand boy. 

Far more certain than Attell’s 
part in fixing the series is the 
fat financial killing he made wa- 
gering on the outcome. 

Jack Crusinberry, a Chicago 
sportswriter who was the first 
to break the details of the scan- 
dal, can testify to Attell’s suc- 
cess. It was the ex-fighter’s wild 
wagering that tipped Crusinber- 
ry off that all was not on the 
up-and-up in the series. 


THE DAY before the opening 
game, Crusinberry strolled into 
jthe lobby of a Cincinnati hotel 
to discover a man standing on 
a chair—his hands filled with 
paper money—calling for bets 
on the games. 

It was Abe Attell. 

And Attell wasn’t fanning the 
air with measly sawbucks, fins 
or C-notes; his fingers clutched 
$1,000 bills in both hands and 
he was yelling loudly that he 
would cover any amount of Chi- 
cago money. 

It’s certain that there were 
plenty of takers. The White Sox 
were baseball’s finest team and 
clear favorites to crush the Reds. 

Even if Attell didn’t fix the 
series, it fixed him solidly in 
the chips, 

And now he wants to make 
another killing on the strength 
of the first one!

DURING WORLD War II 
Schwartz was athletic director of 
Camp Grant, and through his 
coaching his team won the U.S. 
Army sports championship. In 
Europe he coached British and 
Australian as well as American 
teams—in all kinds of sports— 
to championship titles. 

As a civilian, Schwartz has re- 
fereed more than 6.000 amateur 
Golden Gloves fights. Since 1946 
he has officiated at every cham- 
pionship Golden Gloves fight. 

In all of these _ activities 
Schwartz has not accepted mon- 
ey for himself. His full-time job 
is salesmanager for the H. 
Kraemer Co. here. 

AS HIS HOBBY activities 
spread out, more and more peo- 
ple became aware of his work 
and came ‘to him, asking his 
assistance. 

For example, Bishop Bernard 
Sheil asked Schwartz to coach 
and help organize the athletic 
program of his Catholic Youth 
Organization in 1946. Schwartz 
continued giving help until 1951. 

Schwartz’s philosophy is that 
sports make the man. 

“I organized the Arch Ward 





Athletic Club in Cincinnati. The 





club was named in honor of my 
very goog friend, the late sports 
editor of the Chicago Tribune 

“IN THIS club we try to teach 
boys sports that they do not get 


much of in high school, namely 
the contact sports, 
“While most of our members 


might be Jewish there is a good 
seattering of other faiths. This 
is the way we want it. 

We try to help the boys build 
up an emotional faith and self- 
confidence, to believe and at any 
time to be ready to defend their 
religion, their country and their 
parents. We try to teach the 
boys how to play the game.” 

The club must make Schwartz 
very happy. He likes to sit down 
and talk of his boys.

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THE NEW ORLEANS STORY 


The Jews of New Orleans must not be very happy 
these days. 

They have seen the mouthings of some of the most 
vicious anti-Semites in the United States printed in the 
news columns of their daily newspapers, and even though 
they may approve of the circumstances which brought this 
about, it cannot but make them feel uneasy. In fact, we 
do not doubt but that the fearful among them are inclined 
not to blame the newspaper, which is most certainly at 
fault, or the anti-Semites, but rather the B’nai B'rith. 


Jews are having to learn a lesson. They are learning 
it not only in New Orleans, and not only throughout the 
South where they are caught in what is in the nature of a 
wringer, but they learned it in Portland, Ore., where Rabbi 
Julius J. Nodel courageously challenged the crucifixion 
account which blamed Jews, or in Toronto, Canada, the 
year before that, or in Kingston, N. Y., some years be- 
fore that. 

The lesson is that if we are to be Jews then we must 
be willing to fight for what we believe is right, even if in 
that process we stand to suffer either a little or a lot. 

In the long run, this kind of courage will almost al- 
ways be beneficial. f 

If the B’nai B’rith is to take a stand on the rights of 
all people of any color or creed, then if we believe in what 
the B’nai B’rith has done, we must be willing to take the 
consequences, and, of course, give the B’nai B’rith support. 

This doesn’t mean that anyone purporting to represent 
the Jewish group can jeopardize its position by unauthor- 
ized and highly adventurous activities. Not at all. But 
it does mean that when an experienced arm of the com- 
munity finds itself in a position which it does not relish, 
then we must not desert it, but must rather at that point 
rally to its side. 

We said above that the New Orleans Item, which 
printed the vile hate-mongering of the anti-Semites, has a 
duty to advise itself on the legitimacy of what it is print- 
ing, even though the material comes to it over the signa- 
ture of what is supposed to be a prominent citizen. We 
think this newspaper owes an apology to the Jewish group, 
and we hope the Jewish community of New Orleans has 
enough self respect to demand it. 


NO TEARS TO BE SHED 


The difficulties facing Jewish fraternities in this day 
of the changeover from restricted to non-restricted frater- 
nities and sororities on college campuses all over the 
United States would be tragic if Jewish fraternity life 
had any semblance of Jewishness about it. 


The account of what is happening to one national 
Jewish fraternity (NJP, Sept. 28, 1956) may or may not 
be typical yet as far as some of the other national Jewish 
fraternities are concerned, but the hand-writing is defi- 
nitely on the wall. If the remaining Jewish Greek-letter 
fraternities and sororities don’t do something about the 
situation, then they are much less alert than college frater- 
nities were in our day. 


But it hardly can be expected that the Jewish com- 
munity will shed any tears over what is happening to the 
fraternities and sororities, which although generally recog- 
nized by everyone in college life as Jewish could only be 
identified as such by the way in which they violate almost 
every Jewish tradition. 

The detachment of Jewish Greek letter college so- 
cieties from Jewish life had a demoralizing effect on Hillel 
Houses, which suffered as a consequence. Perhaps if Jew- 
ish Greek-letter societies disappear, the Hillel Founda- 
tions will have an opportunity to perform the service they 
are set up to do. 

Even as these societies face extinction, they are un- 
willing to grasp the one remaining straw which might 
‘save them—become Jewish in actuality, not just in name. 
Of the two alternatives, disappearance in the old Greek 
tradition, that of dying stoically, seems far more prefer- 
able than living, but living Jewishly. 


RETALIATORY RAIDS , - 


Although we oppose the retaliatory raids Israel is 
mounting in an effort to insure peace along her borders, 
the raids today are totally different from those we were 
forced to condemn bitterly a year or so ago. 


In the case of the recent raids on Jordan and the raids 
at Kibya for instance, there are these two important dif- 
ferences: The Jordanians were warned in advance that 
more killings of Israelis would be punished severely. 
Then, too, in the Kibya raid, many civilians suffered. In 
the recent raids, the attacks were on Jordanian army posts. 

The world at large reacted to these raids, it seems to 
us, with the understanding that any other nation under 
similar circumstances would view them in the same way 
the Israelis have. This, however, does not make the re- 
taliatory raid right. 

At this very junction Israel has most to gain by throw- 
ing the issue into the lay of the world. 

What Israel seeks to do is to protect her own citizens. 
She should ask the world what it is that Israel should do 
in order to achieve this

The Profounder Wisdom 
of the Heart 





We had lunch on our recent trip to New 
York with a top executive in the advertising 
field, and the only Jewish one, outside of Jo- 
seph Katz, of Baltimore, who is active within 
the Jewish community in more than a token 
way. We are, of course, not including the 
many -heads of advertising agencies in the 
middle brackets who serve in many capacities 
in Jewish work. We are referring to heads 
of agencies whose billings run into the mil- 
lions of dollars. 

This executive has been a reader of The 
POST for many years, and he reads it out of 
conviction that it is doing a worthwhile job. 
He has never, to my knowledge, placed any 
advertising with us. 

THE REASON. we mention him, and also 
the president of a large American Jewish or- 
ganization, with whom we drove to the air- 
port the previous day, is because both were 
deeply pessimistic about the Jewish com- 
munity. These are hard-headed businessmen, 
who know the Jewish community intimately 
and know the top American Jewish business- 
men, and are competent observers of Jewish 
life. 

It was difficult for them to comprehend 
how, out of the multi-interested Jews of to- 
day, who have little time for the vital things 
of Jewish life, could come anything but dis- 
interest and further disintegration of Jewish 
life in America. 

THESE MEN are not false prophets. They 
merely view the world through the eyes of 
their generation. They are accustomed to 
assaying situations in terms of figures and 
facts, and on this basis, they can come to 
only one conclusion, and from that conclusion 
there is no detouring them. 

Where they err is in having direct knowl- 
edge of only one facet of the Jewish com- 
munity. They judge the Jews they have no 
knowledge of by the Jews they are familiar 
with, and they have little comprehension of 
the young Jews of today who are growing 
up in an atmosphere entirely different from 
that in which today’s Jews were reared. : 

NOR ARE THEY familiar to any great 
extent with the rabbinate, other than their 
own rabbi, or of the Jewish intellectual of 
today, or of Jews outside of large centers 
like New York and other cities on the East- 
ern seaboard. 

We all tend to see life about us through 
the eyes of our friends and . acquaintances, 
and we tend to agree with conclusions of 
those we know best. 

Since the facts and figures of Jewish 
life all tend to confirm the pessimism of 
those who see a pallid sort of Jewish com- 
munity of the future, we don’t hope to win 
these kinds of arguments. Our own views 
are the result of 25 years of close attention 
to Jewish community life in the United States, 
colored with the kind of optimism that has 
been a characteristic of Jewish life through 
the ages. 

Only the future will tell who is right.

Avi Sabar, who writes the column, “Shab- 
bat Sholom,” in The Zionist Record, an out- 
standing Anglo-Jewish weekly published in 
Johannesburg, South Africa, has a revealing, 
but humorous, note showing the difficulties 
encountered in bridging the centuries for 
many of the newcomers. He writes: 


A primitive Yemenite family came 
under the care of a social worker. They 
were charming people but had not the 
faintest notion of the ways of modern 
life. One fine day the lady turned up 
with her lips painted a livid red.

But two days later husband and wife 
passed by, the wife carrying a heavy 
sack, the husband trotting in front, carry- 
ing nothing as is the habit of gentlemen 
in the Orient. 

Said the social worker: “If you want 
to become a real Israeli you must do the 
carrying and not leave it to your wife.” 
The husband smiled and took the sack. 

On the following Sabbath the social 
worker saw her Yemenite couple walking 
proudly in the main street. His wife was 
earrying nothing. The husband was carry- 
ing her handbag!

Tradition is the great carburetor. It 
mixes the air and the gasoline, the fiction 
and the fact, the emotion and the reason of 
man, in his quest for significance in the life 
cycle. The Creation story as told in Genesis 
impounds the deep yearning for order and 
significance in the heart of 
man. Chaos is reformed into 
order in ascending stages 


of a creative process which 
is guided by a Divine intel- 
ligence independent of the 
process, capable of starting 
it fom scratch, cancelling 
it or renewing it at will. 

Ss Se This account did not 
Weinstein conform to the scientific 
data. That data, clustered around the two 
massive ganglia — Newtonian physics and 
Darwinian evolution—preferred to picture the 
universe as a conditioned growth from a given 
origin and man as a highly organized but 
not unique specimen of evolution—a complex 
of organie and environmental change and in- 
terchange. : 

FROM THE closed-circuit Newtonian 
physics there was derived the Second Law 
of Thermo-Dynamics, which predicted and 
vaguely measured the certain demise of our 
universe by an entropic spinning out of the 
energy derived from the sun. 

Darwin and Marx, who both revered 
Newton, contributed to the deterministic pes- 
simism and dour fatalism which was the pre- 
vailing mood of such philosophers as Scho- 
penauer, Nordau and Russell and such writers 
as Hardy, Dreiser and Anderson. These per- 
suasive men engendered the rationale that 
man was really not responsible for his deeds 
and that the quality or purpose of these deeds 
hardly mattered in a universe destined to 
the cold indifferent ash of death. 

THERE HAS BEEN a slow but sure un- 
dermining of this position in the last two 
decades. Einstein opened up Newton’s closed- 
circuit universe and set it spinning in the 
much more fluid context of time-space. A 
whole series of head measurers and anthro- 
pologists have suggested that human _ intel- 
ligence cannot be explained satisfactorily as 
a more subtle form of adaptation to environ- 
ment, but posits an invasion from without. 

Willard Gibbs and Norbert Wiener have 
discovered the Law of Contingency and the 
evidence that there are pockets of energy 
spinning upward rather than downward; that 
there is a countervailing current to the rhythm 
of entropy. 

Sociologists and economists are more and 
more convinced that in the relation of man 
to the means of production there is a crea- 
tive, mutually interactive process rather than 
a deterministic one. 

WHICH MEANS that we can read the 


great poetry of the Creation story, with its . 


powerful emphasis on God’s purpose and 
man’s significance, without the former fear 
that we are flying in the teeth of science. 
Relativistic physics, the Law of Contingency, 
post-Darwinian evolution, and post-Marxian 
economics constitute a climate of opinion 
which is much more congenial to the mytho- 
poetic insights of the Bible.
